As the tine neared the top of the hour(0100)I was preparing to tape WNOE's legal ID. 
Unfortunately, tr from Houston regular KLOL had grown so intense that it couldn't be 
nulled to reveal WNOE with much legibility. Out of desperation, I tuned ny $40 Radio 
Shack portable to 101.1, and, after some experimenting with the whip, found a respectable 
(but with some CCI)signal fron WNCE which held up long enough for me'to tape the ID. A 
Similar situation occurred last Dec. 19 when rare WYLD 98.5 was heard much earlier on the 
portable than on the Kenwood; the latter would initially only bring in my trop pest KHYS. 
The WNOE logging means that I've now heard all 36 stations in LA with greater than the 
maximum Class A ERP of 3 kw, with all of these more than 250 miles distant. These 36 
include two ed. stations WWNO & WRKF plus KTAL 98.1, whose xmtr is located in LA.

SOUMI APRICA. Prior to Jeaviny, 1 examined Ue m1 in wat 1 attempted 

to come up with their frequency allocation formila. Since the frequencies are rounded 

off in WRIVH, it'wasn't easy, but I did finally arrive at the correct figure of 36kiiz 
channel spacing--but I didn't know the exact frequency where it all started. Several 
communications with Mr. C. T. Vermaakt of the SABC Johannesburg provide this picture 

of FM in South Africa. 

1, The EM band is’ divided into 237 channels, with 86kilz separation between channels, . 


starting at 87.604 and ending at 107.900 milz. 
2. The 237 channels are arranged into 46 groups. Each gro: 
mitting site according to a lattice network consisting of ar 


ated to a trans- 
wetitive series of 


equilateral triangles. The lattice w tor ecussury to fit lattic 
points on mountain peaks or other elevated site: ing to this lattice, trans- 
tter station spacing is about 100-110kn which allows to Le situated 


reasonably near towns having populations of 15,000 or more. 

3. Channel groups are nurbered 1-46. Group 1, for instance, consists of channels 1, 
47, 93, 139, 185 and 231, as is used in Johannesburg. This group is again used’ at 
Oudtshoorn, over 1000kn away. This is more or less the distance between all co- 
groups. Adjacent group stations are about 450kn epart. 

4. Channels in groups are separated by about 4miz (3.956 to be exact.) The smallest 
frequency separation between channels of adjacent stations (about 110km away fran 
each other) is 774kliz. Thus, each of the FM channels can aceomalate the bandwidth 
required for stereo transmission. 

5. All the main TV stations are co-sited with FM stations. These are suppleacnted by 
gap-fillers (translators) which are likewise co-sited with MM. 

6. ‘There has been no known interference problem with the 86kllz channel spacing. Signal 
strengths in the cities and towns are quite large; portable ratio reception is 
possible in almost all locations and car radio FM reception is the norm. 

7, There are no plans for stereo transmission. All the FM transmitters are capable of 
handling stereo signals, but must first be equipped with the necessary encoders. 
‘The introduction of TV delayed the introduction of stereo. 

8. ‘The transmitting antennas have been designed to be amidirectional in most cases, 
but in a few cases, directional antenna systems are used. ‘The designs used i 
porate panels of full-wave dipoles mounted on all four sides of a suitably dimen- 
sioned mast. The designs are such as to give adequate gain (average 10) and band- 
width. An antenna such as this transmits all the relevant frequencies similtan- 
eously. In other words, the outputs of all the transmitters are combined ani fed 
via a single coax to the antenna system. All FM transmi 
tally polarized; no circular polarization is utilized. 

9. 96 of the 98 transnitter sites provide Afrikaans, English, and Springbok (national 
networks) service. Two more sites provide Venda service only. 79 of the 96 also 
provide regional service (25 Radio itighveld; 41 Radio Good Hope; 13 Radio Port 
Natal.) In addition, there is Zulu service fran 24 sites; South Sotho, 15; North 
Sotho, 8; Tswana, 12; Shosa, 19; Tsonga, 2; and Venda, 1 (plus the two other non- 
co-sited outlets menticned above.) 


So what do you hear? Five different networks serve the metro Cape Town area, and signals 
were noted from ten different transmitter sites. AM service has been reduced to eig! 
transmitters in the entire country (two of these in the Johannesburg area) so obviously 

the emphasis is on FM. There are same variances between the WRIVI-79 list and the 8/30/79 . 
SABC list, and I haven't had a chance to compare the latter with WRIVH-80. While none 

of this represents DX, it is a well conceived system, the froquency allocations of 

which extend into Namibia (Southwest Africa) and the newly created countries within 


South Africa. 

KBWA FM is not too well developed in Kenya-Eight signals were noted in Nairobi:

‘The * outlets are listed in WRIVH 80 and were heard 100 miles N of Naircbi. The others 
are probably STIs, or in same cases, perhaps even imayes. liowever, I believe the 97.3 !

A: Actually, you probably heard the 
Pulses that have been driving SwLs (shortwave listeners) and hams up the wall 
for many months. However, you were hearing it thro ar portable's IF 
circuit. Multi-band portables, with very few exceptions, have poor IP 
shielding, making them particularly susceptible to strong signals at or near 
the IP spot, which in most cases for Fu broadcast receivers is 10.7 Miz. 

At the time you heard the woodpecker, the pulses were probably super strong 
into your area around the 10.7 Miz spot.

Q: "My VHF TV antenna is mounted fairly close to my UHF dish, and when I 
rotate the UHF dish, I can see an effect on the VHP antenna's performance. 
‘The dish scems to change the nulls on the VHF antenna, and sometimes I can 
use this to my advantage. But, I wonder if the overall DX performance of 
one or both of these antennas is lessened?” 


At This is obviously an example of antenna interaction, and most of the 
€ime, it does more harm than good to your DX results. You are experiencing 
antenna phasing (or phase shift) effects that change the response patterns 
of your DX system. It's not always practical for Dxers to space their an- 
tennas far enough away from cach possible source of phasing such as other 
antennas, power lines, and so forth, but you should be aware of certain 
problems that veteran DXers have come across. Pirst of all, when a very 
long VHF antenna is mounted on the same mast as a large UH dish (not rec- 
ommended), the lower VHF channels will be degraded by as much as 3 db, and 
UHF performance can be reduced in some cases, but perhaps not very severely. 
Mounting the VHF antenna at a right angle to the dish may offer a partial 
solution, and shorter VHP antennas on masts with large UHF parabolics do not 
seem to be as much as a problem. Also, it has been noted that mounting a 
UHF antenna at about the same height as a VHF antenna on another part of a 
roof may make the UHF antenna's pattern suffer from unexpected distortions, 
due to reflection or possible phasing effects. No type of UHF antenna, eyen 
parabolic dishes, 1s immune to the problem, though parabolics may suffer the 
least. A good compromise for the TV/FM DXer is to mount the UHF dish gt one 
end of the roof, with the PM DX antenna on the same mast and turned 90 to 
the dish, and mount the VHF TV antenna at the other end of the roof on a 
separate rotor. 
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
